A WEEKLY IIOOS1ER HISTORICAL COLUMN

Today we often see bumper 
stickers reading, “ Protect your 
right to keep and bear a rm s,” or 
"When guns are outlawed, only 
outlaws will have guns/* If you 
are not a gun fancier-as I am 
not-you are apt to smile and go 
your 
way 
not 
caring 
what 
happens to our right to bear 
arm s - a right guaranteed to you 
in the Constitution of the United 
States. 
The right to keep and bear 
arm s was placed in that paper 
for good reason The British had 
co n fiscated fire a rm s of the 
colonists while keeping guns 
themselves. It is easy to see the 
position of the poor colonist. 
Guns were essential items then, 
for 
there 
were 
many 
daily 
threats from wild animals and 
Indians. Without a gun, the men 
were helpless to defend their 
families. 
While our situation today is 
vastly different, we can imagine 
what might happen if certain 
portions of the population had 
guns and others did not. We 
would be naive indeed if we 
assum ed mere prohibition of 
firearm s would insure that no 
one had them This would not 
w ork 
any 
b e tter 
than 
the 
prohibition of liquor did. Those 
who wished guns would find 
ways to get them. 
During the Civil War, when 
border states such as Indiana 
were split in their loyalties, the 
question of who had a right to 
arm s became a critical one. 
Looking backward, we must 
rem em ber 
that 
the 
citizens 
were under a great deal of 
stress. The country was already 
torn into north and south and 
there were those who proposed 
to divide the north into an east 
and west, breaking these border 
states 
away 
into 
their 
own 
Northwest Confederation. 
Those 
who dream ed of a 
confederation to link the states 
of Indiana, Illinois, Ohio and 
Kentucky - perhaps Missouri 
also - into a new nation aligned 
in sym pathy with the south were 
not necessarily disloyal, they 
truly believed that the Union 
had 
been 
p e rm a n e n tly 
destroyed 
and 
were seeking 
alternatives to being allied with 
the New England States. 
Editor Sproule of the Hush 
ville Jacksonian printed in his 
paper 
that 
the 
Connersville 
Times accused him of wanting 
such a confederation. He an­ 
swered: This is simply not true. 
We are for the Union, and the 
whole Union if we can get it. 
Failing to get that we will, 
however, accept the next best 
proposition we can obtain and 
will 
consult 
the 
in te re sts, 
welfare and prosperity of that 
section with which our hopes 
and 
affection s 
a r e 
bound 
up. 
At 
th at 
tim e, 
m ost 
In d ia n a n s 
w ere 
strongly 
southern in sympathy. Southern 
men settled here a good twenty 
years before the New England 
“ Yankees" appeared, and it 
dismayed them to find them ­ 
selves allied with men they 
considered to be hypocritical, 
sneaking and money-grabbing 
There was a growing conviction 
among the Hoosiers of southern 
descent that they were being 
exploited by these "Yankees." 
While these southern Hoosiers 
had come here to escape the 
hated institution of slavery, they 
did 
not 
w elcom e 
fan atical 
ab o litio n ists e ith e r. S lavery 
kept the black m an in the south 
where he could not compete 
with them in the labor market. 
They did not wish to see this 
change 
Naturally, 
the 
New 
Englanders saw this as a sign of 
reason 
If 
these 
men, 
who 
w ere 
usually 
D em o crats 
politically, were not with them, 
then they were against them 
and would help the state secede 
if the chance arose 
So. as a natural outgrowth ot 
this tension laden atmosphere, 
the sale of guns and ammunition 
skyrocketed 
The Republicans 
claimed they were being bought 
by 
those 
with 
evil 
designs 
against the government and the 
Democrats claimed they were 
for 
purposes 
of 
self-defense 
only. Official prohibition of 
firearm s sales was ordered but 
for the most part, these orders 
were ignored 
Perm its to sell 
them could In* otbained from 
P rovost 
M arsh als 
in 
each 
county 
In order to purchase 
them, citizens were required to 
take 
a 
“ loyalty oath " 
The 
Democrats complained because 
the oath was not one to supjMirt 
the constitution, but to support 
the 
a d m in istra tio n 
E nfor 
cement of the ordinance in 
eluded searches 
never were 
made in Republican households, 
only Democratic ones 
A merchant 111 Shelhyville was 
relieved of a shipment of arm s 


he had purchased for resale 
simply because he was con­ 
sidered “disloyal.” In a report 
of another such unsuccessful 
search, a paper of the times 
said: The Republicans turned 
up 
nothing 
but 
eggs 
and 
whiskey, both of which they 
stole So it went down their guts, 
and it’s a pity but what it had 
killed them .” 
Editor Sproule of the Rush- 
ville Jacksonian, commenting 
on the situation said: That the 
people of the state are “ armed 
to the teeth" is true, we admit. 
Why? Has the military governor 
of Indiana asked himself that? 
Has he ever known an instance 
where a quiet, law-abiding and 
well ordered 
people 
without 
cause or without provocation 
formed themselves into secret 
societies and went to the ex­ 
pense of arming themselves? 
Never! 
The G en eral 
talks 
about 
practical views. We ask him as 
a practical m an if it is not time 
for the 
Democracy to band 
together and to arm for self- 
protect ion when free debate is 
denies to them, when lawless 
mobs invade their homes and 
drag them out crying, “ Hang 
th e m ! ’* When 
o thers 
w ere 
dragged from their homes at 
midnight and incarcerated in 
loathsome dungeons - when the 
guarantees of the constitution 
and the laws were ruthlessly 
denied the citizen, when the 
h ab e a s 
co rp u s 
no 
longer 
protected the person from a r ­ 
bitrary and illegal arrest, when 
the offices of the government - 
who ought to have been the 
p ro te c to rs of the people 
- 
became their tyrants and op­ 
pressors. . . 
He 
continued: 
Banish 
the 
causes that have alarm ed the 
people for their lives and their 
liberties and they will cease to 
arm themselves. Fine promises 
and 
eloquent 
phrases 
a re n ’t

When the shoes change from $15 to $30, the eggs from 
75c to $1.50, and the milk to $3.18, it’s the MONEY which 
has been altered — not the products. 


As long as the federal government, which has charge 
of the printing of money, continues to spend more billions 
every year than it can tax the people, the value of the 
dollar is deflated, and the price of eggs, shoes, and milk 
gets bigger. 


What is so complicated about that, anyway? 


The solution to an inflated economy does not lie in 
holding the line on wages of the working person who 
produces goods, services, and fiber for the nation. 


Manipulators in Washington had best look to cutting 
back vast spending projects of the federal government — 
.especially those which involve projects which can wait. 
Cut back the spending to match the income — then give 
the economy a chance to balance itself out without 
artificial manipulation. 


This is most difficult, when Washington is full of 
bureaucrats who want to perpetuate themselves there at 
the expense of the taxpayer.

Involved in half of the high­ 
way deaths and one-third of all 
suicides, alcohol remains the 
most dangerous drug as well as 
a major health problem With 
drawal symptoms of aleoholics 
can kill, an accomplishment not 
m atched 
by 
heroin 
or 
m a riju a n a . 
If 
u ntreated, 
alcoholism 
shortens 
the 
life 
span by 12 years, according to 
medical researchers There are 
10 million alcoholics and 71 
million social drinkers in the 
nation, 
with, 
addiction 
recognized as a disease by the 
American Medical Association 
in 1956. 
One out of every six patients 
in V eterans A dm inistration 
hospitals is reported to be an 
alcoholic, with 61 special VA 
units handling rehabilitation of 
131,000 alcohol abusers during 
fiscal 1973. 
One-fifth of all divorces are 
related to alcohol, while almost 
half of the arrests in the nation 
involve the drug. Alcoholism 
costs the nation an estimated 
$15 billion each year in a c ­ 
cidents, decreased productivity 
and absenteeism. The medical 
profession loses 400 physicians

to alcoholism , 
equivalent

enrollment of a medical school. 
Mrs. Zerelda Wallace, widow, 
whose husband David served as 
Governor from.

Main thrust is now directed 
tow ard education, providing 
films to schools and conducting 
poster and essay contests.

NEW YORK 1 CPU - They 
just don’t make 'em like Billy 
Werber anymore. 
He has something on his 
m i nd .he says it straight ou t. 
He was that way during his 
11 years as a major league 
ballplayer with the Yankees, 
Red Sox, As. Reds and Giants, 
and he's the same way now. 
Billy Werber hasn't changed 
a bit. He’s so honest, it hurts. 
Example: 
The Reds are battling for the 
National League pennant in 
1939 They trail the Cardinals in 
St Louis by one run late in the 
season with Eddie Joost on 
second base in the ninth inning 
and two out 
Werber, whom the Reds used 
to call “Tiger,” walks up to the 
plate. He notices umpire Larry 
Goetz and. almost off handedly, 
says to him 
“I'm the best hitter in the 
country in a situation like this." 
He then singles to drive in 
Joost 
Example: 
Werber has an excellent year 
for the Reds in 1939 and helps 
them win the pennant. The 
following spring he's offered a 
contract by Warren Giles, the 
Reds' general manager, but 
declines to sign it 
“No, I think you're offering 
me too much," he says to 
Giles, who never has heard 
anything like this from a 
ballplayer before or ever does 
again afterward. “Last year 1 
pressed you too hard I got 
more money than I deserved 


I 'm going to give you credit for 
that now 
Werber signs for less than 
Giles originally offered 
When he left baseball, Billy 
Werber went into the insurance 
business in Washington and was 
eminently 
successful 
Hi * 
retired last year at 65, is 
working on a l>ook about his 
era in baseball and, according 
to witnesses, “still hits the ball 
a country mile” 011 the golf 
course just outside Roaring 
Gap. N C 
Werber s basic philosophy 
hasn't changed at all since he 
was playing ball 
“ He is obsessed with the idea 
of anybody getting something 
without working for it 
says 
Gahe 
Paul, 
the 
Yankees' 
President who was in the front 
olhre for the Reds when 
Werber played for them "He is 
a ten d 11* person, a solid human 
being and one of the best 
competitors I've ever seen in 
the -Hi years I’ve been in 
baseball 


With h is type philosophy, the 
hackles on Billy Werber's hack 
went straight up not long ago 
when he heard Baseball Com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn had said 
“now is the time for the major 
leagues 
to 
have 
a 
black 
m anager.” Kuhn also said he 
would “push hard'' to see one 
was named. 
It was one of those politically 
opportune statements, so trans­ 
parent that it didn't really fool 
anyone, least of all the blacks. 
But Werber had some ques­ 
tions he wished to put to Kuhn. 
So he wrote him a letter, copies 
of which he sent to a number of 
newspapers as well as several 
major league officials. Wer­ 
ber's letter along with Kuhn's 
answer were printed by the 
New York Times on Sunday.

“Why,” he wanted to know,
